Perry Lanj;loy, a former well known 


resilient or Hacine, and while here tin- 
ployed as fireman on the Southwestern 
division of tin; Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul railway,'Was found in a room nt 
his liome in Milwaukee, unconscious, soon 
after expiring, the result of taking a 
larj,'o amount uf morphine, having been 
addicted to tin- use of the drug regular- 
ly for more than n yenr. Since leaving 
tliis city some years a-,'0 Langley ha* 
been engaged as engineer on tlie rosd 
and most of the time lived in a western 
city, but more recently at Milwaukee. 
Of late he has not been employed. 


Langley had been quite ill. He went 


to a drug store and purchased seventy- 
two one-eighth grain morphine pills. Re-

found her husband unconscious un the

A physician was summoned, but was

unabie to tell whether Mr. Langley look 
(he drug with suicidal intent, or whd.h- 
er it wan an overdose.

Deceased was 30 years 
old and prominent in railway circles, be- 
ing particularly well known in the-'BcIle 
City. A wife, but no children, survives 
him.

DIED AT WEDDING FEAST 


Pastor Reported to Have Suddenly 


Expired at Sliver Wedding 


Last Evening. 


It is not every day that a man or set 


of men, accomplish the remarkable feat 
of 
crawling through a 24-inch 
water 


main over 400 feet long, and thirty-six 
feet below the surface of the river. Yes- 
terday and today Edward Gillen, son of 
the well known Contractor, assisted by 
John Corbett and Edward Baasett, of 
Port Huron, ilichigan, accomplished the 
feat. 


It will be remembered that Gillen & 


Bon took the contract to lay the water 
main across the river east of Main street 
bridge. After it w«3 in and tests made, 
a number of slight leaks were detected. 
One or two of them were hard to find 
and wasks have been spent in M attempt 
to stop them. Tons of earth wore re- 
moved from the ends of the pipe aad 
divers went down continually, 
but 
it 


was impossible to locate or at least re- 
pair the leaks. 


There was only one way left to make 


the repairs and. that was to send a man 
through the pipa, or tour up the whole 
line. The former course was decided up- 
on. The north end of the pipe was cut 
off; water pumped out of the pipe, a 
dynamo placed in the Clancy & Co. en- 
gine room, to furnish light for the man 
who should go through the pipe. 


Yestsrday morr.ing everything . was 


ready. Corbett and Bassett crawled in- 
to the pipe thirty feet, or to the first 
joint and made an examination, rinding 
a slight leak. Afterward Ed-n-ard Gillen 
made arrangements to go through the 
whole length of the pipe. 


He went in feet first, with a life line 


about his body arid carried an electric 
lamp in his bind so as to ligbt the way. 
After working in thirty feet there was a 
drop of twenty-two feet to the main pipe 
'running along the bottom of the river, 
lie wcut down safely and then commenc- 
ed to work himself through the • pipe, 
way down in the bowels of the cart. It 
was eold and damp and more like a tomb 
than anything else and required great 
nerve, but young Gillen after two hours' 
bard work covered 
the 
distance and 


back again, but could not find any leak-;. 
This he attributes to the fact that the 
pressure of air from the empty pipe was 
greater than the pressure of water could 
possibly be through the small defect in 
the pipe. Today Mr. Gillen mil make 
another trip through the pipe and caulk 
all suspicious looking joints and make 
sure that there are no defects of any 
character. 


While Mr. Gillen and the men were at 


work in tho pipe a number of people as- 
sembled. All were given an opportunity 
to crawl in the narrow space and investi- 
gate, but respectfully declined. It is be- 


eved that the leaks will be aucwssful-

Perry Langley, a former well known 


resident of Racine, and while here em- 
ployed as fireman on the Southwestern 
division of the Chicago, Milwaukee &, St. 
Paul railway,'Was found in a room at 
his home in Milwaukee, unconscious, soon 
after expiring, the result of taking a 
large amount of morphine, having been 
addicted to the use of the drug regular- 
ly for more than a year. Since leaving 
thid city some years ago Langley has 
been engaged as engineer on the road 
and most of the time lived in a western 
city, but more recently at Milwaukee. 
Of late he has not been employed. 


Langley had been quite ill. He went 


to a drug store and purchased seventy- 
two one-eighth grain morphine pills. Re- 
turning to his home he retired to his 
room. At 3 o'clock in the ' afternoon 
Mrs. Langley went to 
the 
room and 


found her husband unconscious on the 
bed. He had apparently take the large 
quantity of 
morphine. She attempted 


to arouse him, but was unsuccessful. 


A phvsician was summoned, but wai; 


unable to tell whether Mr. Langley took 
the drug with suicidal intent, or wheth- 
er it was an overdose. The coroner took 
charge of the body and an inquest will 
be held today. Deceased was 30 years 
old and prominent in railway circles, be- 
ing particularly well known in the-Belle 
City,

CHIGAGO, Nov. 21).—Seven men were 


killed and fiften seriously injured at 
.10:30 a. m. today by the explosion of a 
boiler in the electric plant of Swift 
; & 


Co.'s packing establishment at the stock 
yards.

It is positively asserted that two-oth- 


ers arc buried under the debris, and it 
is feared that there are even more than 
that lying dead under the wreckage. 


Two bodies were recovered immediate-; 


ly after the accident, as their horribly 
mangled bodies had been blown clear of 
the ruins. 


After a search of more than an hour 


five otlier bodies were discovered and 
taken to the morgue. 


The scene immediately following the 


explosion was a grewsome" one. The in- 
jured in nearly every case had been hor- 
ribly scalded and many of them were un- 
conscious when, aarricd 
to the ambu- 


lancec. Several'of them, it is feared, will 
die.

The accident is said to be the most 


disastrous in point of lives lost that'has 
afflicted the stock yards in yeara. Thous- 
ands of people crowded about the wreck- 
ed building and the police had a difficult 
time of it in keeping them at a distance 
sufficient to allow rescuers to work.

congress through 


means of which the remaining public do- 
main was to pass into the hands of the 
land monopolists by means of long time 
leases at the rate of two cents per acre. 
Similar to the outragious law passed in 
%_e last legislature, of this state con- 
ferring rights of eminent domain upon 
traction, telegraph and 
telephone com- 


panies, which provided penalties among 
other things for people who interferred 
with wires and poles of the line compan- 
ies whether placed bv right or not on 
premises without giving notice ahead, 
but which la-w however, did not provide 
penalties for these companies invading 
other peoples' premises without warning, 
this land monopoly bill depriving thous- 
ands of people of their rights and nulli- 
fying the homestead law, provides pen- 
alties to settlers interferring in any wise 
with land companies as to their water 
supplies, even where the said companies 
had illegally entered upon other peoples' 
premises. 


It is clear some powerful interests are 


located at Washington taking care not 
of the interests of the people, but of the 
asgrandizing monopolizing companies and 
combines. The secretary says if the bill 
becomes a law it practically forms a land 
monopoly 
never contemplated by 
the 


constitution, and makes subject to lease 
at two cents per acre 525,000,000 acres 
of public lands and in reality at once 
would inflict irreparable injury upon all 
settlers where public lands are not yet 
all taken up. As he says the bill would 
place the last' desirable acre out of tho 
reach of the homesteader. Again it is 
verv possible under such a dastardly law 
the" entire territory of Alaska could he 
taken possession of and the American cit- 
izens looking for chances in that teni- 
torr would be forever shut' 
ofT. Any 


such monopoly could well afford to pay 
a round sum for stretches of land worth- 
less for all purposes for the sake of ab- 
solutely controlling immense stretches of 
shore line with all the inestimable valu- 
able privileges with that control. 


Secretary Hitchcock isn't issuing proc- 


lamations and sounding the hew gag at 
all. He isn't declaring issues to promote 
his own welfare, but is honestly trying 
to 
further the 
best interests of 
the 


American people and for this has incur- 
red the displeasure of powerful interests 
at Washington who have marked him 
for political slaughter. He does not pose, 
he acts as fars as lies in his power and

THE PROGRAMME 


OF TOBACCO TRUSTS 


To Control^Sapplie* and Take Retail 


Trade ni Well. 


Chicago Tribune: A few years ago 


the tobacco trust' partly .controlled such 
manufactured tobacco 
commodities as 


cigarettes, pipe and plug, tobacco, and 
snuff. A.dominant position in so large 
an industry would have contented some 
men, but; not the. men who .control the 
tobacco trust. It is their aim to con- 
trol everything absolutely from the: crop 
itseirto selling direct to the consumer, 
all manufactures of tobacco. .The. aim 
is to get rid of competitors and middle- 
men, so the trust may be everything. 
' -After having 
practically 
eliminated 


competition so far as plug tobacco was 
concerned the trust took the first steps 
.towards obtaining control o;E the cigar 
manufacturing business. It bought up 
seven of the principal clear Havana man- 
ufacturers and six of the cheap cigar 
manufacturers. As a result of the pur- 
chases about 100 independent tobacco 
jobbers in New York' alone -wer>', driven 
out of business. A company to do a 
jobbing business was organized and con- 
.trolled by the trust, and the retailers 
have to make their purchases fr.om it. 


In order to get -control of imported 


cigars the trust bought out two large 
companies which have thirty factories ill 
Havana and which between them almost 
exclusively control the output of cigars 
in Cuba. This leaves but two tobacco 
commodities, which the trust does not 
control. They are briar pipes and Turk- 
ish tobacco." It is 'said that agents of 
the trust are now in Europe paying ex- 
travagant prices for Turkish tobacco'and 
cigarettes, so as to sweep the market 
clea-n. A briar pipe company with 
a 


large capital has been organizod by tho 
trust with the intention of driving com- 
peting concerns out of the business.

worry, anxiety, or by doing work for 
which there is no zest, but rather repug- 
nance or. at least, indifference. 
Hence, j 


it follows that to turn on interest cures \ 
exhaustion and converts work into play. 
A farmer wished some largo piles oi 
small stones thrown into a ditch a feiv 
rods away. It was late in the afternoon, 
and he knew his boys would plead fati- 
gue, so he pretended to find- a big nest 
of snakes in the water and began 
to 


stone them himself with great-eagerness- 
The boys joined in the sport and the 
work was done before the end 
of 
the 


hour with actual refreshment, because 
the play instinct was a relay. _ So the 
problem of overpressure in school, of 
which we hear so much, would not only 
vanish, but children can do much more 
work than is required and without harm 
under teachers who h.tve the art of in- j 
citing interest. 
The fatigue of forced 


work is vvery real, but there 
are 
two 


ways of increasing a fraction. One is 
by lessening its denominator and the 
other by increasing its numerator; so to 
augment-interest is a form of rest. 


"Change of work is often real 
rest. 


Everyone ought to have an avocation as 
well as a vocation, and 
cultivate an 


amateur interest in some form of exer- 
cise, frame or culture very remote Jrom 
his line of bread-winning activity. Per- 
haps no tire is so acute as that which is 
verv partial and involvescertainmuscles, 
movements and brain centers, 
leaving 


others perhaps over-rested. By exercis- 
ing the latter and, as it were, equalizing 
the area of fatigue or making it more 
symmetrically distributed, many of the 
best effects of rest arc.secured. Many of 
even the diseases of exhaustion are be 


perpendicular, the poor little child gets 
the full force of the sun on its face and 
eyes, which must injure the latter, 
head covering of young children 
often leaves the whole face and forehead 
exposed to the glare and heat of the sun, 
and, 
when worn in the summer, must 


cause great discomfort and injury to the 
little wearers. Many mothers arc very 
thoughtless in dressing their babies. • 


Knowing How to Eat.—One of the mis- 


takes of womankind is in not knowing 
how to cat. If a man is not to be fed 
when she is, she thinks a cup of tea, or 
anything handy good enough.

Brown Paper is Warm—Brown paper 


is both warm and light and .is an excel- 
lent nonconductor of heat. Poor folk, 
who cannot afford 
sufficient 
blankets, 


will find it a good plan to sew brown pa- 
per between two pieces of calico or other 
cotton material and to use it as a quilt 
or an extra bed covering. It will prove 
a great comfort in cold weather. Brown 
paper is also very useful sewn into the 
waistcoats of coachmen and others who 
are much exposed to cold and may save 
many a chill and attack of bronchitis.

Substitute carriers in cities of the first 
class, says the report, should be guaran- 
teed not less than $1.000 a year. 


The number of domestic money orders 


issued

The report urges congress to reduce 


the fee of the maximum amout of mon- 
ey ordersSlOO from 30 to 25 cents, and 
advises a system of postal checks to fa- 
cilitate transmission of small 
amounts 


through the mails and also a reduction 
of foreign postage rates. 


As to abuses of second elass mail mat- 


ter the report says, after years of discus- 
sion in the annual .repb.-is of the depart- 
ment and consideration of the question 
by congress, an effort has been made to 
curtail these 
abuses and substantial 


progress made. The regulations of July 
17,"l001, are designed to properly inter- 


force the statutes forbidding the use of 
the mails in the conduct of fraudulent 
schemes in the most vigilant manner, 
resulting in the issuance of fraud orders 
to the number of 247 during the year. 
These have been directed 
against 
tie 


promoters of various fraudulent scheme's 
including bond investment and debenture 
companies, schemes involving fraudulent 
or lottery features, and various fictitious 
tontine and insurance 
companies. The 


power granted to the .postmaster general 
under the laws referred to is very great 
and is exercised with the greatest care, 
to the end that no injustice shall be done 
worthy 
or meritorious business . enter- 


prises.

SOME LEGISLATION SUGGESTED. 
The following are a few of the recom- 


mendations for legislation, submitted for 
the consideration of congress. 
' That rural letter carriers be allowed 
an annual leave of absence of not to ex- 
ceed fifteen days with pay. 


That the interstate commerce law be 


amended to prohibit common carriers, 
to-tvit, telegraph and express companies, 
or "any of their employes, from aiding 
or. abetting in the green goods or lottery 
swindles, or any other scheme carried on 
partly by mail and partly by common 
carrier and which is in violation of the 
postal laws. 
" That an act be passed conferring upon 
.the department specific authority to in- 
.troduce a system of rspiy postal cards 
and envelopes.

All told there has probably 
been affected from 1,000 to 2,500 persons, 
but not a single fatality has thus far 
occurred. The causes hive, been attrib- 
uted to tho, water, teethe eating of po- 
tatoes dug after remaining uudor water 
for days and to the mild condition of 
the weather, but leading physicians do 
not agree to theie statement!. 


Dr. S. C. Buchan, 
chairman 
of 
the 


board of health, when interviewed today, 
said: "Yes, there 
is-an 
epidemic of 


bowel trouble, but I do not class it as 
winter cholera. 
I should judge from the 


number of cases I have been cr.lled upon 
to attend, thai the total number in the 
city will exceed 1,500. Most caies that 
I have had are mild, but now and then 
very severe cases. I have heard of no 
fatalities from the ailment. I call it a 
species of intestinal la grippe. It is pre- 
ceded by sore throut and cough, what 
might be termed bronchitis. I do not 
see how it can be laid to the water tor 
there are just as many cases in the coun- 
try us in the city. So far as potatoes 
being the cause, the number o! cases will 
not warrant the statement. It is some 
germ in tho atmosphere, hut whether due 
to the mild conditions I am not prepared 
to stated Where persons are affected it 
leaves them very weak, in fact robs them 
completely of their strength, and leaves 
them pale and lifeless." 


Other physicians who have been called 


to many caits agroc that, the cause ia 
some sort of a germ in tho atmosphere, 
but cunnot determine the nature or eiuujo 
of the germ.

With Bank Robber*. 


EXCHANGES SHOTS 


WITH FOUR BANDITS 


Wounded Twice, He StantU Rli Ground 


Until Third Bullet Pierce* Heart— 


Desperadoes, Baffled, Etcape

LAPORTE, Ind., Dec. 1.—Wesley Rey- 


nolds, a bank clerk, 16 years old, dis- 
>layer rare heroism in a single-handed 
ight with four bank robbers at West- 
vtlle yesterday morning and lost hia life 
n a desperate struggle, which he kept 
up after having been twice wounded with 
bullets. The robbers forced tin entrance 
;o the building for the purpose of loo-t- 
ng the safe, but were baffled by the de- 
termined resistance of Reynolds 
and 


fled. 


The thieves began operations by hurl-1 


ing a beer keg through a window in the 
rear of the bank, but a few feet from 
where Reynolds slept, with three revol- 
vers within reach. 
The men 
had 
no 


sooner sei foot within the building than 
the boy opened fire, which was quickly 
returned. 


One of the robbers'crept to the west 


side of the bank just opposite the place 
where Reynolds, with smoking revolver, 
was firing leaden missils at another rob- 
ber who was crouching behind a counter 
and who would have faced him had he 
stood erect. While Reynolds was fight- 
ing to kill the one who was within close 
range the other robber was doing mur- 
derous work, reloading at least two re- 
volvers before the plucky boy was van- 
quished. 


One bullet struck Reynolds just above 


the chin, lodging at the base of the brain 
Another entered at the base of the neck 
and came out 
between 
the 
shoulder 


blades. He stood his ground, however, 
until he received his death wound, a bul- 
let piercing his heart. He had emptied 
all of the chambers of 
one 
revolver 


when he fell. 


The town was quickly aroused, and of- 


ficers were summoned, but the robbers 
had a strat of fully four hours. 


Pinkerton detectives sent, to the scene 


by the American Bankers' association, of 
which the-West'rille bank is a member, 
are also working- on the tcase. 


Within a few hours after the rinding 


of the body the residents of Westville 
pledged themselves to a reward of $1.000 
for the apprehension of the robbers. The 
sentiment expressed yesterday was that 
the men would not be permitted to live 
fifteen minutes if captured.

winter cholera. I should judge from the 
number o! cases I have been called upon 
to attend, that the total number in the 
city will exceed 1.500. Most cases that 
I have had are mild, but now and then 
very severe cases. I have heard of no 
fatalities from the ailment. I call it a 
species of intestinal la grippe. It is pre- 
ceded by sore throut- and cough, what 
might be termed bronchitis.. • I do not 
sec how it can be laid to the water for 
there are just as many cases in the coun- 
try as in the city. So far as pot?.toes 
being the cause, the number of pases will 
not warrant the statement. It is some 
germ in the atmosphere, but whether due 
to the mild conditions I am not prepared 
to state." Where persons are affected it 
leaves them very weak, in fact robs them 
completely of their strength, and leaves 
them pale and tireless." 


Other physicians who have been called 


to many cases agroe that-the cause is 
some sort of a germ in the atmosphere, 
but cannot determine the nature or. causa 
of the germ.
